When the commltlee was called to 
order Mr. Williami of Hamilton 
county invited the rommlttco to go 
with hira to Cincinnati \\>dn('S(lay 
f'veninK. H«' assured his associates 
tiiat there were "big doln's" and 
promised to show them the siRhts. 
The invitation was accepted and a 
dozen or so of the members will avail 

themselves of tlu; opportunity tO 166 
the fall festival. 

Three Important matters were de- 
cided by the committee during the 
morning. These were the provision 
for the tniinlciiialities to make regu- 
lations to comply with the terms and 
conditions of beqiieata, the Mlvation 
of the Beal local option law and 
amendments to provide for various de- 
tails nf municipal government wliicli 
had been omitted by the code makers. 

C'<impla!nts had come from Spring- 
field and other cities to the effect 
that If the Nash code were passed, 
piiMir libraries, hosi)itala and i)arks 
wiiiild probably have to be forfeited 
by tlip cities because the terms un- 
der which the city had acquired them 
oould not be complied with. The bill 
has been ko aiiiendrd in tlio rommit- 
tee that arrangements can be made 
to follow out every wish of public 
spirited cltlxeni wbo leave property 
behind them for the benefit of the 
public. 

It has been maintained liy many 
since the introduction of tlie Nash 
code that the Beal law was repealed 
by the provisions of the bill. 

The officers of the anti-saloon 
league, however, were on hand ever 
since the roniniHtee be^an work on 
the code and Judge Thomas present- 
ed their amendment. It simply pro- 
vides that while council shall have 
power to regulate and control the 
sale of wine, ale and l)cer, etc., noth- 
ing contained in the act shall in any 
way aCtect the general laws on this 
subject This serves the purpose it 
is thought of preserving the Dow law, 
the Real law, the Cain law and other 
legislation upon the subject of the 
■ale of intoxicating liquors. 

Ping Pong Barred. 

When the matter of shooting gal- 
leries, billiard and pool tal)les and 
other aimllar matters were brought 
np Mr. Cole of Hancock county want 
ed the committee to Include the vic- 
ious game of ping pong in the bill 
This was at 'Jrst taken as a j(d<e, l)ut 
Mr. Cole threatened to make a speech 
on the subject and the amendment 
waa accepted. 

The senate spent a considerable 
portion of the forenoon session in dis 
cussing the line of deniarkntion be- 
tween cities and villaf;« s ^uum t)ack 
to this section In the consideration of 
the code, and leaving the section re- 
lating to the judcial department until 
the line of demarkatlon was definite 
ly fixed. 

During the discussion of the amend- 
menta. Senator Chamberlain said 
that in view of the action taken by 
the house on Tuesday In favor of sin- 
gle-headed departments, he did not 
think that any one need to worry 
about a cumbersome form of govern 
ment for the smaller cities. This 
was regarded as a frank admission 
that the governor's Imard plan is 
doomed. All amendments were voted 
down and tbe line remains at 5,ooo 

The senate, by tbe narrow margin 
of one vote, declared fort the board 
system. It rejected the Judson 
amendment, calling for the election 
of a director of public service to take 
the place of tbe board of three mem- 
bers provided in tbe Naab code. A 
feature of the session was a political 
discussion. In which the merits of 
Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleveland and 
George B. Cox of Cincinnati were an- 
alyzed witb much feeling. 

In tbe senate Mr. Connell Intro- 
duced his bill to remedy the defects 
In tbe Jury laws In force In the coun 
tiea of Cuyahoga, Hamilton, Franklin, 
Lucas, Montgomery and Mahoning. 
The bill merely makes general, with 
some mliu)r changes, the law now In 
force In 82 counties of the state Pro- 
vision la made for four jury commis- 
sionera In eaob county, to serve not 
more than 10 days each year. Tbe 
rules were suspended and the bill waa 
read the second and third tlmaa. It 
was passed unanimously. 

Mr. Harding of MaTloa. tbe wmtox- 



\ty leader In the senate, pave out a 
statement on the franchise question 
as follows: "Since the question of 
perpetual franchises waa raised, 
there baa been some disposition to 
fight shy of the great franchise prob- 
lem, but a good deal of earnest dis- 
cission among senate Keimblicatis 
has developed an emphatic sentiment 
In favor of facing the question now. 
I believe that the general assembly 
can do no better or greater work than 
to Incoriiorate fianrlilse Ic jiislation 
in the code. Tlie proposed sections 
have not been formulated as yet, but 
I believe they will provide for the 
limitation of franchise grants to 21 or 
25 years, with public Interests care- 
fully guarded in the granting and 
witii deniiite iTovlsinn fnr tbe graiit- 
Ins of renewals."

Washington, Sept. 17.— Secretary 
Shaw said in commenting further up- 
on Sptaker Hen^ersfins dtclinaflon 
of a rcn(iminatO)n, that while he re- 
ir.iini il (Mther from criticising or Jus- 
tifying the speaker's course, he con- 
sidered It of very great Importance 
and due to General Henderson that 
his position be not misunderstood. 

"Kiiher many newsijapers misun- 
derstand General Henderson's posi- 
tion or I do. I understand him to 
stand pat on the tariff plank of the 
Iowa platform, which favors such re- 
visions as changed conditions make 
advisable.

FRE8IDENT00MP£BS 

Predicts the Settlement of Ktrlke by 
Agreeiiient. 

Wilkesliarre. I'a., Sept. 17. — Presi- 
dent Gonipers of tbe American Feder- 
ation of Labor, In a atatement, takea 
a hopeful view of the strike situation. 
The statement is as follows: 

".\t Ibis time it is impossible to say 
exactly when the strike will termi- 
nate, but, after careful Inquiry Into 
the situation at the mines, I am con- 
vinced that the struggle will end by 
agreement. The wage earners and 
the general public are generously 
contributing to tlie aid of the miner.s 
It is essential that this aid be extend- 
ed and continued. 

"If the manhood of the miners is to 
be maintained, tliey must at least 
have I'read for tlieir wives and little 
ones as well as for themselves. Jlie 
declared attitude of the presidents 
of ttie anthracite railroads has not 
appaieutly eliaiiged. Despite this 
faer. I am fully c(mvlnced that the 
strike will end through agreement, 
with improved conditions for the min- 
ers, and the union maintained."

where they will be employed In the 
soft coal mines, A similar number 
left for the same point 10 lays ago 
and in a few daya a carload of driver 
boys will go to West Moreland coun- 
ty, this state. It is estimated that 
2.000 mine workers have gone to the 
Irwin, Madison, Latrobe and (iitfiis- 
burg bituminous coal fields and up- 
ward of 7,000 are said to have secured 
employment In the Pittsburg district 

Court of Appeals. 
Milwaukee. Sept 17.— At the ses 

sion of the council of the Milwaukee 
diocese of the Protestant Episcopal 
chtirch, now holding Its annual meet- 
ing here, resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted eslling tor • eonrt of ap 
peals, to be elected at the regular 
yearly council meetings of the dio- 
ceses of the country. The power that 
has been vrated heretofore in the 
bishop will be given to the court.

DISASTROUS RESULTS OF BATTLE. 



After KIgbtiMg Four Days, tbe 
Cjovcrninoiil Forces Under OeD> 
eral tiarrido Are Put to 
Ituuto by Opponents. 



Wlllemstad, Island of Curaeoa, 

•Sept. 17. — President Castro of Ven- 
ezuela has retreated from Dcumare, 
before the advance of the revolution- 
Ista. The Venezuelan government's 

situation is critical. 

Recent advices received from Vene- 
zuela confirm the dispatches from 
Wlllemstad of Friday. Sept. 12. The 
battle which, as then announced, be- 
gan Sept. 11 In tbe vicinity of Tlnar 
quillo. Venexuela, between about 4.000 
revolutionists under tbe command of 
Oenerals Mendoza, Batalla and Rieza, 
and government forces of about the 
same sirengtli led by tlie Veni-z.uelan 
minister of war, deneral (iarrldo. re- 
sulted in the defeat of the govern- 
ment forces and not in a victory for 
the latter as announced in a dis|)atch 
fiotii "i'oi res Cardenas, seci'elary of 
I'r' siilcnt Casiro. which s»t forth that 
General Mondezo's army had been an- 
nihilated Sept. 8 near Tinaquillo. The 
engagement of that date, as cabled 
from here Sept. 12, was only an ad- 
vance guard flght of no imiM)rtance. 
The real battle began Sept. 11 and 
lasted four days, after which General 
Garrldo retreated on Valencia and 
eventually entered that city Sept, 15, 
withabout 2.lui( men. leaving tlie road 
free for tbe furtlier advance on Car- 
acas for the revolutionary army under 
Generals Mendoza, Rlera and Battala. 
The only other government army in 

the field is the oiH' wliieli is under 
th(» per8<mal command of President 
Castro, who, a few days ago, was at 
Ocumare, about 45 miles south of 
Caracas, and was sending out scouts 
looking for the advance gnartl of the 
army of Cleneral .Matos, the revolu- 
tionary leader. The president later 
abandoned his position precipitately 
before the advance of the revolution- 
ists, who occupIiMl Ocumare. 

The presid. ut lotreateii from Ocu- 
mare to (■hara.\ava and then to (luy- 
aba. about four hours' march from 
Caracas. 

.\cordlnR to rejKirf the president 
intends to move his army to a p(Jlnt 
near Valencia, join forces wiili the 
troops under General Ciarri<lo and at- 
tack the revolutionary army com- 
manded by General Mendoza. 

From all points are reported deser- 
tions of go',( mnieiit Soldiers to th(> 
ranks of the revolutionists and tlie 
general impression in Venezuela is 
that the last imijortant incident of 
the revolution is approaching.

A GRAND OLD DOCTRINE. 
"The grMtest good to the mott people" 
is one of the basic principiee upon which 
tbia ureal (ioverDtaentof ours ie fouoded. 
Indeed the Ck>netitation itaelf says that 
one of thefiveobjfcti of the Federal com- 
pai't was to "promote the pubMc wel- 
fare." Thia aentimeot tinds its parallel 
in the grand old battle-cry of Democracy, 
"Eijual rijrhtstoall and special privilejres 
to none." The party whose leaders dis- 
regard this principle will aooner or later 
meet with deserved rebulte at the polls. 
Whatever may be the aims of the masses 
who constitute the Republican party, 
thera ia no disguising the fact that the 
leaderi of that party have a record for 
disregardink; that fi undation principle of 
oar Uovernment, and that they are con- 
Btantly enacting legliUtion which ia for 
the good of the f-*w at the expense of the 
many.
